the 37 CFR §1. 492(b) (3) search fee of $500.00, under 
Fee Code 1642; 

the 37 CFR §1. 492(c) (2) examination fee of $200.00, 
under Fee Code 1633; 

the 37 CFR §1.492 (d) extra independent claims fee (for 
8 extra independent claims over three) of $1,600.00, 
under Fee Code 1614 and; 
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the 37 CFR §1.492 (e) extra claim fee (for 53 claims 

over 20) of $2,650.00, under Fee Code 1615. 

However, the attached Patent Application Fee 
Determination Record (PTO-875) erroneously calculated that there 
are 15 independent claims (instead of the original 11) so our 
Deposit Account was excessively charged $800.00 under Fee Code 
1614 for 4 (four) additional independent claims at $200.00 per 
extra independent claim, which was the fee at the time that the 
application was filed.
